WASHINGTON, Nov. 11 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt asserted today 
that the world needed a “new and 


better peace” than that at the end 
of the last World War—a peace 
that would cause men to “lay down 
weapons of hatred” and forego td 
“purposeless ambitions” which have 
created fear. 

The President set forth his views 
tn an address to the cadets of Vir- 
ginia Military Institute, Lexington, 
Va., on the 100th anniversary of the 
school. He spoke from the White 


phone. 

It is fitting, he said, to remem- 
ber on this Armistice day that the 
only object of arms is to “bring 
about a condition in which quiet 
peace under liberty can prevail.” 

Roosevelt made the speech short- 
ly after returning from Arlington 
National Cemetery where he lied 
wreath-laying ceremonies at the 
tomb of the Unknown Soldier. 

Text of His Address. 

The text of President Roosevelt's 
address follows: 

“Gen. Kilbourne, friends of Vir- 
ginia Military Institute: 

“It gives me peculiar pleasure to 
participate in this observance of 
the one hundredth anniversary of 
the founding of Virginia Military 
Institute. I very deeply regret that 
I cannot carry out my hope and 
expectation of being with you in 
person, but I know you will under- 
etand my difficulty of being away 
from Washington at this trying 
time and also my desire to attend 
the already historic simple cere- 
mony at the tomb of the Unknown 
Soldier at Arlington. 

“We, as a nation, like V. M. L., 
are determined to pursue our way 
within the scriptural command not 
to ‘remove the ancient landmarks 
which thy fathers have set.’ And 
like our ancestors we work for 
peace, we pray for peace and we 
arm for peace. 

Pays Tribute to School. 

“The Whole history of V. M. L. 
is a triumphant chronicle of the 
part which the citizen soldier can 
play in a democracy. V. M. L. 
bears eloquent witness to the ne- 
cessity for institutions of learning 
which, while adhering to the pri- 
mary purpose of preparing men for 
work in the arts and sciences, also 
have a by-product in their military 
training system. We need today 
as we have always needed and al- 
ways shall need, citizens trained in 
the art of military defense. By no 
other means can-we hope to main- 
tain and perpetuate the democratic 
form of constitutional, representa- 
tive government. 

“On this account I greet V. M. I. 
As it celebrates the one hundredth | 
anniversary of its beginning; and) 
what associations come to mind 
as we commemorate this anniver- 
sary. We remember among count- | 
less others that the immortal name | 
or “Stonewall” Jackson is part. 
of the imperishable heritage of 
V. M. L and we honor not less, the | 
town of Lexington as the resting 
place of that superb soldier and 
his dauntiess chief, that knightly 
figure without reproach and with- 
out fear, anothér of the great com- 
mmanders of history, Robert E. Lee.

Five laws dating from the 1870s 
offer the only means for the State 
to get at the crooked official, Mc- 
Kittrick said. 

Almost a Barrier. 

“These five old laws almost serve 
the dishonest officeholder as a 
barrier behind which he can carry 
on his misconduct, almost beyond 
the reach of the State,” he con- 
tinued. 

Broadly, they provide penalties 
for official fraud, bribery, false 
allowance of claims and fraudu- 
lent disbursement of public funds. 

“Modern city charters, with their 
careful checks against official dis- 
honesty, are valueless to the State 
unless the evidence shows that the 
crooked official violated one of 
those five laws,” McKittrick said. 

“Lots of people don’t realize that. | 
They think a city charter is all 
that’s needed to bring a crook to 
book. But the State is the Govern- 
ment to catch him—and it hag to 
do it with State laws.” 

for Code. 

Here are McKittrick’s sugges- 
tions for a modernized criminal 
code on official misconduct: 

1. Public officials accused of 
crime should be suspended from 
office until found guilty or inno- 
cent. 

2. The State should have funds 
to bring witnesses from other states 
to testify in criminal cases. 

3 A stenographic record should 
be permitted of all grand jury evi- 
dence. 

4. The State should have equal 
jury challenges with the defense. 

5. The Attorney-General should 
have the power to investigate coun- 
ty corruption without specific di- 
rection from the Governor. 

“Why,” asked McKittrick, “should

WASHINGTON, Nov. 11 (AP).— 
Government agencies worked today 
on measures to relieve the unem- 
ployment of ships and men result- 
ing from the Neutrality Act’s pro- 
hibition against American vessels 
entering belligerent ports. 

The Maritime Commission with- 
held final action, meanwhile, on the 
proposal to place eight United 
States lines ships under the flag of 
Panama so they can ply waters 
closed to American flag vessels. 
“A definite indication” that the 
transfer would be made eventually, 
though opposed by Secretary of 
State Hull, was reported by Joseph 
Curran, president of the National 
Maritime Union (CIO), after a con- 
ference with the President yester- 
day. 

Others who attended the confer- 
ence to discuss maritime relief 
were Joseph P. Ryan, president of 
the International Longshoremen’s 
Association (A, F. of L.) and Math- 
thew Dushane, chairman of the In- 
ternational Seafarers’ Union (A. F. 
of L.). 

Status of Proposals. 

Approval of the Presiaent’s re- 
lief proposals was expressed by Cur- 
ran. The status of the proposals 
was reported as follows: 

1. Regarding the President’s sug- 
gestion that some of the unem- 
ployed seamen be absorbed into 
the Maritime 
Guard training schools, the Commis- 
sion disclosed that the schools were 
“fairly full,’ but that expansion 
would be “easy enough.” 

The schools have a capacity of 
300 licensed officers and 3000 un- 
licensed men. Curran has estimat- 
ed that the Neutrality Act would 
force 3000 to 5000 to quit work at 
once and 8000 to 10,000 eventually, 
though the Maritime Commission 
puts the final figure at 5000 to 
6000. 


2. On the President’s proposal 
to ask Congress to extend the un- 
employment compensation system 
to sailors the Social Security Board 
observed that creation of a Federal 
agency would be necessary for that 

urpose and that it already had 
recommended such action to Con- 

New Legislation Necessary. : 

Unemployment compensation for 
other workers is administered by 
the states, which are unable to 
collect taxes or pay benefits for sea-| 
men who may be in New York to- 
day and San Francisco tomorrow. 

By act of the last Congress it is 
estimated that 125,000 seamen will 
be admitted to the old-age benefits 
program Jan. 1. 

3. The WPA, reported by the 
President to have some plans, said 
it was considering a seaman’'s re- 
lief program, not yet ready for an- 
nouncement. 

Chairman Bailey of the Senate’ 
Commerce Committee, who has an- 
nounced that he would introduce 
shipping relief legislation, said he 
wanted aid for seamen “and not on 
any WPA basis.” 

From Senator Wheeler (Dem.), 
Montana, came a proposal that the 
Federal Government reimburse ship 
owners for losses suffered as a re- 
sult of the Neutrality Act and com- 
pensate seamen losing their jobs 
as a result of the tieup. 

Might Utilize Ships. 
4. Another suggestion by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt was that some of 
the 25 to 85 ships that may be tied 
up be employed to haul strategic 
raw materials which the United 
States is purchasing with a $10,000,- 
p00 appropriation and rubber and 
tin which is coming from the Brit- 
ish West Indies in exchange for 
cotton, | 

Contracts already have been let 
for tin from the Dutch East Indies, 
tungsten from China and manga- 
nese from Cuba. However, freight 
revenue from those shipments 
would be scant in comparison with 
the $50,000,000 a year in gross rev- 
enue which the Maritime Commis- 
sion estimated ship lines would lose’ 
with the curtailment or stoppage of 
operations by 80 to 100 vessels.

St. Louis Students, Back 
From Tour to Lincoln 
Tomb,. Tell of Gaining 
Better Understanding. 


A long line of ” St. Louis high 
school boys and girls made its way 


after dark yesterday through aj 
‘special train returning from a 


Lincoln pilgrimage to Springfield, 
lil. Laughing and carefree, they 
sang “God bless America, our 
home, sweet home.” 

With them marched, singing, 
Mayor Bernard F. Dieckmann and 
former Mayor Henry W. Kiel. 
Seated teachers, white and ayogte, 
joined the chorus. 

Meanwhile, a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter talked with others among 
the 225 boys and girls from 14 pub- 
lic and Catholic schools who 
made the journey under auspices 
of the new Young Citizens’ organ- 
ization. Had they gained some- 
thing, he inquired, from this visit 
in behalf of democracy and good 
citizenship to the shrine of Abra- 
ham Lincoln? Their answers 
showed that many of them had 
been impressed to a surprising de- 
gree. 

A Better Understanding. 

“With all this propaganda going 
on now,” said 15-year-old Norman 
Schachter of Blewett High, “and 
all this Communism and Fascism, 
we know. things are liable to end 
in graft and crime if citizens don’t 
understand their government. We 
know that Lincoln’s ideals will 
help us understand. Did you ever 
read that poem about young Lin- 
coln by Carl Sandburg? It’s the 
most wonderful Lincoln story I 
ever read.” 

Edagrace Davenport of Blewett 
asserted that the youngsters, in 
her opinion, already had ideals of 
democracy but appreciated the pil- 
grimage as a way of emphasizing 
them. Rose Marie Wolken, start- 
ing to write an article on the trip 
for the Southwest High paper, said: 
“It was a thrill to walk the same 
streets that Lincoln walked and to 
go into his tomb.” Many of the 
students spoke particularly of the 
impressiveness of the tomb and its 
shaft.

There were numerous comments 
on the opportunity to see some of 
the functions of government in an 
extended call at the Illinois Capi- 
tol and Supreme Court building.

BUS AND SERVICE CAR GROSS 
RECEIPTS TAX BILL OFFERED 


Alderman Schweppe Proposes 5 
Per Cent Levy Shall Be 
Paid Monthly. 


A bill imposing a 5 per cent tax 
on gross receipts of busses and 
service cars was introduced in the 
Board of Aldermen yesterday by 
Joseph B. Schweppe, chairman of 
the Public Utilities Committee. It 
provides that the taxes shall be 
paid monthly and that busses and 
service @ars be equipped with 
devices registering the fares paid. 

Pending in the Public Utilities 
Committee are two other bills. One 
would levy a 5 per cent tax on 
gross receipts of busses. The other 
would require a flat payment of 
$100 a year as an occupational tax 
for each service car. Busses now 
pay a 3 per cent gross tax and 
service cars pay about $8 a year 
as an occupational tax. Schweppe 
announced that his committee 
would hold a public hearing on the 
bill to tax service cars $100 at 2 
p. m. next Thursday in the Board 
of Aldermen chambers, 

Alderman George A. Byrne, also 
a member of the Public Utilities 
Committee, introduced a bill levy- 
ing a 5 per cent tax on gross re- 
ceipts of companies supplying 
steam for compensation. He said 
he had introduced the measure at 
the request of persons whom he de- 
clined to name and said he did not 
know how much revenue it would 
produce,

Detailed comments by the fire 
department on some of the schools 
follow:

Louis La Beaume, president ot the board ef con-| 


trol of the City Art Museum, has written a skillful 


reply to James B. Turnbull, chairman of the St. Louis | 
branch of the American Artists’ Congress, which re-|— 
cently severely criticised the museum and called upon | 


Mayor Dickmann to inquire into conditions at the 
museum. Mr. La Beaume, after telling at length of 
the policies and practices of the museum, welcomes an 
inquiry “by any competent group of authorities in 
the museum field.” 

Before this inquiry business goes too far, and lest 
it give the wrong impression, it should be emphasized 
that the members of the Board of Control are men 
of the highest standing in the community who give 
freely of their time in a public-spirited manner to 
museum affairs, It is for them what might be called 
a labor of love. Mr. La Beaume’s deep devotion to 
|} museum affairs is unquestionable; he has poured his 
energy and his great ability into the administration of 
the museum, | 

What differences there are concerning the museum's 
management the community should be able |to settle 
without calling in the politicians or asking the views 
of outsiders. One of the criticisms. that been 
heard is that the Museum Board is not sufficiently 
responsive to public opinion. Mr. La Beaume’s ac- 
count of his stewardship shows that he is, as a 
matter of fact, responsive to public opinion. It isa 
good sign. We hope he keeps it up. | 

Another criticism is that the board is too preoc- 
cupied with art objects of an antiquarian nature at 
the expense of the living art of the times.| By the 
living art of the times, we do not mean |that the 
museum should concentrate on all the canvases pro- 
duced by “loving hands at home,” but we) refer to 
the work of modern painters who have gained the 
highest recognition by other museums. Mr, La 
Beaume and the board have attempted to meet this 
criticism, if not half way, at least part way. We hope 
they keep it up. 

A third criticism is that it is evidently Mr. La 
Beaume’s theory that he and the board should op- 
erate not only as a policy-making body but should 
have their hands on the smallest details of Museum 
management. This is an evidence of zeal in the mu- 
seum’s interest, but it also reduces the post of direc- 
tor to one of very little authority and influence. 
Should a director direct or should he not? If not, 
why have a director? 

These are some of the questions which are being 
worked out by calm and unacrimonious discussion. 
We hope they will continue to be worked out on that 
basis. Let’s leave mayhem, arson and the seven 
capital sins out of it.

Foreign exchanges, on which American 
stocks are listed, are out of American 
jurisdiction, and there is serious ques- 
tion about certain quotations used on 
these exchanges to influence the actual 
and real value of securities in the New 
York market. Certainly, under these con- 
ditions, no time should be lost to pro- 
tect the American investor.

It ig a move that 
would bring not only economy but also efficiency. 
Missouri’s schools now receive a disproportionate 
share of the State’s revenue. The pressing relief 
problem would be solved if the schools’ one-third 
allotment of all general revenue were reduced to the 
one-fourth permissible under the Constitution, and 
this could easily be done by a program of merging 
the smaller units,

WORKERS REOPEN 
HOSIERY FACTORY 


Plant Closed Two Months Ago, 
But Employes Subscribed 
Stock and Took It Over, 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 11 (AP). 
~—Hancock Hosiery Mills, Inc.— 
largest co-operative hosiery factory 
in the world—opened yesterday, 


with work for the men and women 
who left the six-story building in 
jobless dejection two months ago. 

This time they came back not 
only employes but owners—stock- 
holders in a $125,000 corporation 
and contractors for an_ initial 
weekly production of 8000 pairs of 
women's stockings. 

The worker-owners raised $285,- 
000 by pooling their money and ob- 
taining bank loans. Each man in- 
vested $300 and each woman $150. 
Then they bought. the darkened 
mill from the bank which had tak- 
en it over. To those workers who 
could not pay in full for their 
shares the bank lent money. It 
will be deducted from their wages. 

Enough orders to keep the mill 
running for at least four months 
are on the books. With additional 
tentative offers the outlook is for 
a $2,000,000 business within the 
next year.

Richard P. Brown, State Secretary 
of Commerce, presented a giant 
cardboard key to Mrs. Marie Deacy, 
worker-stockholder-trustee. | 

“If you make a good product, sell 
it at a fair price and continually 
develop more good customers, you 
cannot help but prosper,” Brown 
said.

JOB INSURANCE 
REFUSED 10 IDLE 


They Are in Classifica- 
tion of Those Affected 
by Labor Dispute. 


DETROIT, Nov. 11 (AP).—Attor- 
neys for the CIO United Automobile 
Workers prepared an appeal today 
from the decision of the Michigan 
Unemployment Commission, deny- 
ing unemployment benefits to more 
than 50,000 Chrysler Corporation 
employes who have been idle for a 
month in a labor dispute. 

The first appeal, said Ernest 
Goodman, union attorney, will be 
to a Commision referee. If the ref- 
eree’s decision is appealed it will 
be to a special board named by Gov. 
Dickinson. After that the issue 
could be carried to the Circuit 
Court and thence to the Michi- 
gan Supreme Court. 

Federal Conciliator James F. 
Dewey announced that conferences 
would continue today in the union 
and corporation negotiations in 
which he and Arthur E. Raab, 
chairman of the State Labor Media- 
tion Board, are co-mediators. 

The Commission’s decision 
against paying the benefits, which 
range up to a $16 weekly maximum 
for 16 weeks, withheld compensa- 
tion estimated at nearly $750,000. 
The State’s unemployment com- 
pensation law, which provides bene- 
fits for workers idle longer than 
two weeks, disqualifies an employe 
idle due to a “labor dispute” in 
progress at the “establishment” at 
which he last worked. : 

The resolution of the Commission 
traced the history of the dispute 
from Oct. 6, when the company 
sent home 104 employes in the 
Dodge main plant for allegedly 
starting a “slow-down strike.” 
Union leaders said this was a “lock- 
out” by the corporation. The Com- 
mission held that under the word- 
ing of the law it was immaterial

WASHINGTON, Nov. 11 (AP).— 
Budget Director Harold D. Smith 
‘appealed today for common sense 
in resisting extravagant increases 
in national defense expenditures as 
a result of war hysteria. 

He asserted estimates by some 
congressional sources that the 
United States might boost its de- 
fense spending next year to $3,- 
000,000,000 were “wild.” 

He said a moderate increase in 
the defense budget was to be ex- 
pected, especially because of the 
cost of neutrality measures, but 
urged that the outlays, be consid- 
ered from a common sense view- 
point. 

Smith declined to give any es- 
timetes of his own because he is 
in the midst of confidential dis-~ 
cussions with the President and 
the Army and Navy in preparation 
for the President’s annual budget 
message to Congress early in Jan- 
uary. 

But his comment indicated that 
the total for the Army and Navy 
in the next fiscal year probably 
will be between $1,500,000,000 and 
$2,000,000,000. 

This year, including the $250,- 
000,000 deficiency appropriation 
which Roosevelt is seeking to cov- 
er:the new neutrality patrols and 
increased enlistment, national de- 
fense is expected to cost about 
$1,400,000,000. Even at the same 
rate of expenditure defense would 
cost more next year because the

the astronomical] costs of the World 
War, such expenditures touched 
bottom at $676,833,000 in the fiscal 
year 1926. The cost has grown 
year by year ever since. In the 
year which ended last June 30, the 
Navy alone spent $633,389,021 and 
the Army $441,212,619, a total of 
$1,074,601,640. 

Next year, as in recent years, 
fighting equipment is going to add 
to the costs, as the Navy speeds 
its shipbuilding and both arms call 
for thousands of airplanes.

F YOU were to ask a selected 
on—say a meeting of engineers,

—what were the symptoms of ap- 
pendicitis, the odds are that the 


iconsensus of opinion would be “Sud- 


den pain low down on the right side 
of the abdomen.” 

Every doctor has heard the ex- 
planation of why a case of appen- 
dicitis has been allowed to drift so 
long. “Right away I thought of ap- 
pendicitis, but the pain wasn’t on 
my right side, so I knew it couldn’t 
be that,” or “I made sure I didn’t 


|have any pain on my right side be- 


fore I gave myself the cathartic.” 
I take, with complete accord, the 
statement of Dr. Joseph Nash of 
New York. 

“It should be printed in every 
newspaper in the United States that 
the pain in acute appendicitis is in 
the middle of the abdomen.” 

The point that Dr. Nash was 
making is that in spite of the at- 
tempts made to educate the public 
on acute appendicitis, surgeons con- 
stantly are called to see an ad- 
vanced condition of shock and sep- 
sis from a ruptured appendix. 
Education of the public has not 
diminished the death rate of ap- 
pendicitis at all. 

Most everyone still takes a ca- 


thartic whenever there is abdomi- 
~Inal pain, and people still dread to 


have the word. appendicitis pro- 
nounced over them, and keep put- 
ting off calling the doctor until 
the inevitable processes of nature 
have progressed so far that it is 
imperative. 

I have warned over and over 
again in this column about the dan- 
ger of appendicitis. I have never 
made the statement that Dr. Nash 
ascribes to some medical journal- 
ists, that the symptoms of appendi- 
citis manifest themselves by pain 
on the right side. On the contrary, 
I have always said that in the pres- 
ence of any pain between the ribs 
and the legs there is a possibility 
of appendicitis, and, anyway, never 
take a cathartic for any pain, no 
matter where it is. 

Education of the public about ap- 
pendicitis applies to the most im- 
portant two factors responsible for 
the death rate of that disease: one 
is the use of cathartics, self-admin- 
istered, for acute abdominal ‘pain, 
and the other is delay in diagnosis 
due to the patient’s certainty that 
his abdominal pain is trivial.
